ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS. 


In reference to the sugar industry in Fo!" 
mosa, the Osaka Muinted has ao interesting 
article, Gur vernacular contemporary obsorves 
that there aro at present three sugar refining’ 
companies in, Japan—the ‘Tokio and Osaka 
Sugar Refining Companies. which have xe- 
cently been incorporated, ‘and the Dairi Sugar 
Refining Mill,’ In addilion to these, (wo new 
companies are being formed in Yokohama'and 
Nagoyn, aind the incorporated company it tak. 
ing steps (or the establishment’ of a branch 
mill in. Nagoya, so that the sugar industry i 
ste dily increasing. All thy se companies have 
te look to Java for crude sugar. In view of 
this fact, the Government and the Formosan 
authprities have been pulting forward “efforts 
for th ementof the sugar industry .in 


Formosa, but with little result, as the quality / 


of crude sugar produced in Formosa has been 
found to be inferior in quality. 
‘Lately sugar cane has 


been imported | 


from Jaya . and replanted in Formosa with j, 


very satisfactory results, crude sugar in 
no way inferior to that produced in Java being 


obtained. This has encouraged the formation | 


of many companies in. Formosa for thé poduc-- 
tion of crude sugar, with a view to supplying the 
increasiog demand in Japan, to checking the 
importation of crude sugar, and also to develop- 
ing the resources in the new lerritory. The 
formation. of such campanies in Fomosa is 
carried out under advantageous circumstances, 
as ‘substantial -aubtidies.are granted to the 
industry ‘by the Formoisn Government in 
accordance with the Sugarindusiry E ncourage- 
ment Regulations, in addition to a certain im- 
munity in respect of the tax on sugar. This has 
led the Formosan Su ar Company to increase. 
its capital fram Yo ,o09 to Y¥ 5,009,000, and 
also the formation of the Oriental Sugar Manu- 
lacturiay Company, the shares of which are on 
the market, and of a company Projected by 
Messrs, Asada and Ogawa, while the incoy- 
porated suzar refining companies of Osaks 
and Tokio, and the Dairi Sugar Rebning Mill, 
have been encouraged togstablish branch mille 
in Formosa, These new companies and mills 
will not only undertake to reclainy waste, 
land and cullivate the sugar cane thenselves 
but intend’ to buy up small sugar niills ct pre- 
sent carriedon by Chinese or foreigners with 
‘small capital of Y50,.00 tn Y30n,002, Each 
of the new companies‘ mills anticipated the 
praduction of 120,0c0 to 139,000 casks ofernde 
sugar annually. 

Crude sugar at present consumed by the 
Tokio and Osaka Sugar Refining Companies 
atid the Dairi Sugar, Kefining Mill, amounts to 
about 250,c00 piculs a month, and: when the 
material + equired by the new companies now. 
being formed in Nagoya, and Yolk vhama is 
added, the total will be a least 260,700 piculs, 
\ nder these gitcumstances, even if all the new 
companies and mills proj cted in Foumosa‘s are 
put into [ull operation, they will scarcely be, 
able to meet the demard for crude,sugac jn | 
Japan.. 

In conclusion, the Osaka j-:urnal sepals 
‘that while itis maintained in Jap: an that too 
many: sugarrefinin,; companies are. cropping - 
up in Formosa their number Is, aS A maller of 
fact, too few, and it is urged that: when experi- 
ments prove conclusively that crade sugars of 
goad’qualit: can be produced, the cultivation 
ofthe sugarcane must be encouraged and ex- 
tended to the utmost.
